Captain :A, W. C. Jackman, wie 
presided over a large gathering of 
members, sald:— 

At the last moment I have been 
asked to undertake the. duties of 
chairman. of this ‘meeting, and 
deputise for our vice-chairman, 
Captain Cooper, whose presence in 
this chair would have’ given us 
such great pleasure, Unfortun- 
ately, he has wired to say that pro-

It. fs not ‘my intention to make 
extensive comment upon the . alto- 
gether. admirable report which is 
about to be presented to. you by 
our secretary, who, no doubt, will 
himself refer to some of the prin- 
cipal matters which have been oc- 
cupying the attention of the Guild 
during the past year.

“Ig there any way that I can 
cut down the B battery consump- 
tion of my five-valve set? The 
valves I-am using at present are 
four radiotron UX 201a and a UX 
200. in'the detector. _ At present 
I am using heavy-duty type a few 
weeks; in fact the’ last lot that I 
installed petered out after exact- 
ly 23 days of service. Is there 
any way that I’ could connect a 
resistance between the batteries, 
and the ‘set to cut the, current 
down? When the batteries: are 


new, and even till the voltage 


drops, well. below normal, the 
operation of the set is very good, 
and as far os I can test all the in- 
stallation and connections on the 
.set are. in order.” ° 

First of all it is necessary that 
the batteries be kept in a cool, 
dry place. Batteries are very sus- 


. | ceptible to heat in any form, and 


if left where the sun or the heat 
from o fire can get at them they 
will deteriorate very quickly. By 
keeping them in a cool place they 
will last probably three times as 
long. You may ‘still further re- 
duce the B battery consumption, 
and at the same time boost the 
volume and clarity.of youp sign: 
als, by the installation of.a C 
battery. In-your case a battery 
of four and a half volts would 
be ample, and should be connected 
to the set as follows:—Take off. 
the wires leading from the minus 
F of the transformers to the 
minus of the A battery, and con- 
nect them to the negative or 
minus terminal of the C battery. 
Connect the positive termina! of 
the C battery to the negative ter- 
minal of the <A battery. The 
battery itself will cost somewhere 
around three shillings, and will 
last’ about 12 months, The use 
of it will cut the B battery current 
down nearly half. ; 
‘. The Battery. 

“T have for some time been 
charging my radio battery from

plates, thus causing. them tv 
short-circuit, and discharge as 
fast as the charge is put in. The 


only thing to do is to take the’ 


ecll apart and press the plates 
straight or replace the faulty 
‘separator. To get the top off the 
cell cut slowly and gently round 
the join with a small knife, and 
at the same time pour a few drops 
of amyl acetate on the join. Pour 
out the acid and-gently lift the 
plates out of the container. Be 
carcful in handling the plates, as 
they are usually somewhat brittle, 
and if handled at all roughly will 
collapse especially when they are 
in. a discharged condition.

RADIO TOPICS | 


. Outsitte Aerial. 

“Ta it possible to use an outside 
aerial on a set that has been espe- 
cially constructed for use with a 
loop? I have a set that is not 
giving quite the reception that I 
expected on the loop, and con- 
nected ‘up the outside aerial to it. 
The net results were exactly no- 
thing; in- fact, I couldn’t even 
raise Brisbane. On. the loop the 
set works well on the local station 
and gives weak speaker strength 
under good conditions on all the 
Southern stations to good loud- 
speaker strength.” 

An easy way to boost up thé 
signals is td use the outside aerial 
in conjunction with the loop, 
after the manner of a magnetical- 
ly coupled aerial circuit. To do 
this, connect the aerial to a 30 or 
85° turn honeycomb coil, and 
thence to.earth. Hold the coil 
near the loop, and experiment as 
to the best position. When this 
is-obtained, the cail can be fasten- 
ed permanently to the loop. This 
method should enable the set to 
bring in the stations .as with an 
outside aerial, but with the ad- 
vantage that it is not so affected 
by static or interference from 
other stations. 


My Five-Valver. : 

My ‘ five-valver. has developed 
some trouble that I cannot seem: 
to-locate. Up to the holidays the 
set was working beautifully, but, 
after.a spell of a few weeks it has 
gone quite flat, and I cannot get 
anything out of it, At first, when 
1 switched on, the stations camé 


in for a few minutes with .the|' 


usual ‘pep, and on changing from 
one-station to another everything 
went dead, and I have been unable 
to get any results since: The 
batteries are all in order, and 1 
have had the valves and the loud- 
speaker tested. As far as I can 
trace all the connections are OK. ; 
in fact, there has been nothing to 
disturb them, as the set ‘has 
been most carefully handled.

The failure seems to be due to 
one of the transformer windings 
burning ‘out, To test for this, 
disconnect the ‘leads from the 
transformers, and with a battery 
and a pair of ‘phones in series, 
test the primary and secondary of 
each transformer for continuity. 
A loud click in the ‘phones is a 
sign that everything is all right; 
no click, or a very. weak one, is, 
indicative of » faulty winding, 
‘and the only thing to do is to re- 
place the transformer. Should it 
happen that you have no ‘phones, 
the transformers may be tested 


in the following manner: Con-: 


nect one end of the B-battery to 
the terminal of the primary 
winding. Place the fingers across 
the terminals of the secondary 
winding; then flick.a wire from 
the other primary terminal, If 
the transformer is O.K., a dis- 


tinct shock will be felt at the, 


moment that the wire is flicked 
across the terminal. 


“Do: you know of any way of 


overeoming the interference 


caused from a generator working ' 


near the set?’ My set is situated 
very close to a big. lighting set in 
the town, and as soon as it is 
switched on the set reproduces 
noises like a very strong and pro- 
longed static. I have tried the 
use of a counterpoise, and while 
it certainly reduces the noises 
they are still bad enough to cause 
a bad interruption to.the various 
programmes. In fact, it is even 


now impossible to get anything,. 


with the exception of-a bandit, at 
all clearly.

CLEVER, CHINESE IMITATIONS. 


Listeners-in must have greatly 
enjoyed the lecture broadcast by 
the China’ Broadcasting Associa- 


tion on the common. birds}. ' 
of Shanghai. It ‘was no 
ordinary —dry-as-dust —_ lecture 


that Mr. E. 8S. Wilkinson “put on 
the air," ‘s0 to speak, but a run-.

bird life in this city, the crowning |

Northern Chinese friend of

«he could makee the baby cry; he 
could makee the cuckoo ctick; and 
could also makee the nightingale 
shout And he could. But as the 
Broadcaster announced, the Chin- 
ese friend, not knowing a great 
deal ‘of English, was sometimes 
inclined to give wrong irnitations, 


as he did at the Lyceum. Asked |’ 


to imitate the song of a Shanghai 


nightingale, he immediately broke | 


into the cackle of a Chinese 
chicken after achieving the feat 
of laying an egg. There can be 
little doubt that bird fanciers the 
world over woll never be satisfied 
until they possess - one .of, these 
wonderful chicken-nightingales. 
The “Harold Lloyd” Bird. 
“Don't take a gun when you go 
to look for birds’ in Shanghai,” 
said Mr. Wilkinson, “but take’ a 
pair of field glasses.”

.The batteries .and valves have 
been tested out on another set, 
and work perfectly. The aerial 
is about 80ft. long, and 30ft. high, 
and the ‘earth’ is a piece of gal-| 
vanised iron buried in the ground 
about 3ft. ‘I have tried other sets 
on the aerial system, and, al- 
though they do not give their 
usual pep, they give very good re- 
ception, or, at any rate, reception 
that is satisfactory to me.” 

The reaction coil is rather on 
the large side, and would tend to 
choke the valve. I would suggest 
that you take off at least 20 
turns. It is also possible that you 
have’ the reaction connected 
wrongly, and that it is acting 
againgt the ‘aerial coil. Try re- 
versing the connection from the 
plate and transformer., You will 
probably get better results from 
the use of a counterpoise instead 
of ‘the earth system that you 
have at present. This consists
